Washington, March 9 —Comptroller 


of tie Treasury Crissinger announced 
today that in the event of enactment 
of the soldiers' bonui legislation pro- 
viding for payment by adjusted certifi- 
cates he would advise national banks 
to decline to accept the certificates* as 
security for loans. 


Mr. Crissinger described the pro- 


posed plan of issuing adjusted certifl. 
cates for use by the soldiers when <le 
sired as collateral to loans to 80 per 
cent of their face value as "the worst 
kind of frozen credit" and declares 
while he would be \\ ithout authoritj 
to order national banks to refuse 
as security he would strongly advise 
against their acceptance. 


The certificates would be "non-ne- 


gotiable paper," Mr. Crissinger ex- 
plained, and loans upon them would 
load banks up for the three year term

After him comes the sergeant-at- 


arms with the a;reat mace of the Com- 
mons at the siffe on his shoulder. Be 
hind the sergeant-fat-arms marches 
the Speaker of the Commons, in gawn 
and cocked hat. 
Behind troop the 


members of Parliament. As many as 
can squeeze themselves into the Sen- 
ate chamber do so and the Governor 
General reads the speech from the 
throne. Then Parliament is open for 
business.

is election of a 


speaker, who always is a member of 
the dominant party.

ed Rodolphe Lcmieux,

Minot, N. D., March 9.—O. A. Bar- 


ton, 
poultry specialist of the North 


t>a!vota Agricultural College at Farso. 
made an appeal for standardization of 
eggs and market poultry before the 
dairymen's convention here today. 


The grading of the poultry products 


of the. state would help producer and 
consumer alike, he declared adding 
that 300,000 ungraded eggs alone, 
which were shipped out of fie state 
last year would have brought thou- 
sands of dollars more if they had 
been graded. 


"The present interest in poultry 


raising in the state is due, largely, to 
several years cf crop failure which 
have taught the producers to take an 
added interest m three valuable kinds 
of farm 
products—namely 
poultry, 


dairying, and potato culture," said the 
speaker. "These three kinds of prod: 
nets are about the only ones which 
have yielded a strictly cash return on 
many 'North Dakota farms during sev- 
eral years. , 


"The proposition now before the 


producers and dealers cf tiie state is 
that they must establish some work- 
able plan to establish graded for Jhe 
marketing of poultry.

that the market standard is fixed by 
the consumer and not by tha, dealer.
